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Minority Tory administration ousted by coalition 

TAKEOVER

OPPOSITION groups have jointly 
taken control of Southend Council 
- less than a month after the 
Conservatives formed a minority 
administration. 

The Labour, Independent and 
Liberal Democrat groups on the 
council have agreed to come 
together for a joint administration. 

May’s local election saw the 
council slip into no overall control 
and the Tories took the helm after 
the Independents failed to back an 
opposition coalition. 

But a dramatic turn of events has 
now seen the opposition take con¬ 
trol of the council. 

Five Independent councillors 
requested an extraordinary coun¬ 
cil meeting, which took place on 
Monday night, for the removal of 
council leader Tony Cox and to 
appoint a replacement. 

The new council leader is Cllr 
Ian Gilbert, who heads the Labour 
group, which has the second largest 
number of seats on the council 
with 14. 

Cllr Gilbert told Monday’s meet¬ 
ing: “I think we all regret the par¬ 
ticular circumstances that have led 
us to this meeting at this particular 
point. 

“We now have an agreement 
which delivers what I genuinely 
believe to be what the majority of 
people at the election voted for.” 

Independent group spokesman 


Cllr Ron Woodley is deputy lead¬ 
er of the council, while Lib Dem 
leader Cllr Carole Mulroney also 
features on the cabinet. 

The members of the cabinet have 
been reduced to seven from nine, 
with three positions to both Labour 
and the Independents, as well as 
one for the Lib Dems. 

Cllr Gilbert said: “People in 
Southend voted for change, and it 
is now clear that the Conservatives 
are unable to command the support 
of a majority of councillors. 

“The Labour, Independent and 
Liberal Democrat groups have 


come to an agreement that guar¬ 
antees a stable administration for 
a year. 

“We have reached broad agree¬ 
ment on policies which we believe 
will deliver for people right across 
the borough.” 

Among the administration’s 
planned programme for Southend 
includes new social housing provi¬ 
sion, introduction of 20mph zones 
on residential streets, providing 
extra care beds and carrying out a 
parking review. 

Cllr Woodley said: “I am con¬ 
fident that the three groups will 


achieve all the priorities that we 
have set out in this joint statement.” 

It is not the first time the three 
groups have come together to 
form an administration, with Cllr 
Woodley appointed as council lead¬ 
er in 2014 before the Conservatives 
regained control of the council after 
local elections in 2017. 

In the weeks since they formed 
a minority administration, the 
Conservatives revealed 10 key 
policy proposals including funding 
for more special constables and free 
two hour parking in streets around 
the High Street. 

Cllr Mulroney accused the Tory 
minority administration of trying 
to “curry favour” with residents 
through the proposals. 

But she said that the new adminis¬ 
tration will defer their plans. 

“We will take a sensible approach 
and rather than ditching them for 
the sake of it, we will defer the 
Tory proposals until we can see 
how they fit in with our own pri¬ 
orities. 

“At the right time, we will make 
a considered and agreed policy 
announcement.” 

The YA contacted Southend 
Conservatives for comment but did 
not receive one at the time of going 
to press. 

But Cllr Cox said during 
Monday’s meeting that even Brian 
Clough got more time (44 days) 
during his infamous reign as man¬ 
ager of Leeds United in 1974 than 
the Tory minority administration.

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Beach test result better 
but still not safe to bathe

A SOUTHEND councillor described 
the results of recent water quality tests 
at a Leigh beach as “encouraging” - 
though advice against bathing remains 
in place. 

Cllr Alex Bright, outgoing cab¬ 
inet member for the environment on 
Southend Council, was speaking after 
sampling last month at Leigh Bell 
Wharf detected low levels of bacteria. 

Testing on May 16 of the water quality 
found less than ten colony formed units 
(cfu) of the bacteria E.Coli and Intestinal 
Enterococci per 100ml of water. 

On May 3, there were 36 cfu of 
E.Coli per 100ml and less than 10 cfu 
of Intestinal Enterococci. 

The YA reported last month that the 
bathing water quality classification for 
Leigh Bell Wharf was downgraded to 
‘poor’ and signs erected at the beach 
advising people against bathing there. 

The signs, installed by the coun¬ 
cil, are an obligation as part of the 
European Union’s bathing water direc¬ 
tive and will remain in place until the 
water quality classification improves. 

The “poor” bathing water standard is 
above 185 cfu per 100ml for Intestinal 
Enterococci or more than 500 cfu per 
100ml for E.Coli based on the 90 per¬ 
centile of samples over four years. 

Cllr Bright felt the erection of the 


warning signs had “understandably” 
concerned visitors and residents. 

But he said: “It is important to 
remember that these are placed based 
on historic water testing. “Testing is 
now being carried out each month and, 
now that we are in the bathing season, 
it is very encouraging to see the results 
for May continue the trend of improve¬ 
ment, with only very low levels of 
bacteria detected. 

“We continue to work with the 
Environment Agency and Anglian 
Water to investigate and put right any 
misconnected pipes from homes and 


businesses that may be sending waste 
to the wrong sewer. 

“We’re also continuing to seek out any 
other reasons why pockets of contam¬ 
ination have happened in the past and 
prevent them in the future. It appears 
that this work is paying dividends.” 

An Environment Agency spokesman 
added that results from this summer’s 
testing would be used to update the 
water quality classification at the end 
of the season. 

“The results at Leigh Bell Wharf 
appear to be improving, but monitoring 
will continue over the summer, includ¬ 


ing any work to identify and stop any 
sources of contamination,” he said. 

Anglian Water said last month the 
“poor” water quality rating is “likely 
to be the result of several sources of 
environmental pollution having a com¬ 
bined detrimental effect”. 

“Together with Southend Council 
and the Environment Agency, we 
are using state-of-the-art technology 
including CCTV, dye tracing, sam¬ 
pling and on-foot surveys of the coastal 
area surrounding the bathing water to 
understand what is causing the issue,” 
a spokesman added.

He added: “This administration has 
yet to hold a single meeting, been 
unable to implement a single decision 
yet a motion of no confidence was 
issued.” 

Tory deputy group leader Meg 


Davidson added: “This whole sorry 
episode has been very damaging to the 
reputation of the council and surely our 
residents deserve better than this.” 

Non-aligned councillor Stephen 
Aylen, who was nominated for council 
leader but lost a vote to Cllr Gilbert by 


27 votes to 15, said: “Democracy has 
totally gone out the window here as we 
held a vote and we decided who was 
going to run the council. 

“A few days later we changed our 
mind.” 

Independent councillor Martin Terry 


felt there will be more coalition admin¬ 
istrations in future. 

“The one message from the electorate 
was they were sick and tired of the 
Conservative administration,” he said. 

“I am very optimistic we will be very 
successful.”

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Hate crime against 
children up shock 



HATE crimes against children in Essex 
have soared by 45 per cent in the three 
years since the Brexit vote, according 
to figures released by the NSPCC. 

The rise in Essex was significantly 
higher than the national trend, which had 
seen hate crimes against children climb 
20 per cent in the same time period. 

The NSPCC said children were being 
abused over their race and told to “go 
back to their own country”, and hate 
crimes were even being carried out 
against “babies and toddlers”. 

In the year 2015/16 there were 97 
hate crimes against children logged by 
Essex Police, but in the year after the 
referendum it shot up 56 per cent to 
151. In 2017/18 it remained 45 per cent 
higher than it had been, at 141. 

The NSPCC obtained the data from 
Essex Police under the Freedom of 
Information (FOI) Act. Similar FOIs 
to other police forces revealed Essex 
Police recorded the second-highest rate 
of hate crimes against children in the 
east of England, beaten only by Thames 
Valley Police’s jurisdiction. 

Hate crime reports shot up across the 
UK in the wake of the EU referendum, 
with the number of reports increasing 
nationally by 29 per cent in the year after. 

But in Essex the increase was almost 
double that. A 2018 report by Safer 
Essex said hate crimes across the county 
had fallen in the years up to 2016, but 
then rose by 60 per cent in 2016/17. The 
report identified the referendum, along¬ 


side terror attacks, as having “incited” 
hate crimes. 

In 2017, Basildon Council, Essex 
Police and other groups set up a 
Basildon Hate Crime Panel after a spike 
in offences, with hate crime reports ris¬ 
ing in some areas of the borough by 60 
per cent. 

An internal Essex Police report, 
penned in June 2018, also said hate 
crimes were increasing in the county - 
but said Government cuts meant there 
were “insufficient resources” to tackle 
the problem. 

In February, Essex Police, Fire and 
Crime Commissioner Roger Hirst 
announced he was giving more than 
£20,000 to Stop Hate UK, towards a 
dedicated 24-hour helpline for Essex 


hate crime victims. 

The NSPCC said police reports did 
not account for all hate crimes against 
children, as some victims did not want 
to upset their parents so secretly sought 
help from charities, like the NSPCC’s 
telephone helpline Childline, instead. 

Childline boss John Cameron added: 
“Childhood bullying of this nature can 
cause long-term emotional harm and can 
create further divisions in our society. 

“I would urge any child who is being 
targeted because of their race to contact 
Childline, and any adult to call the 
NSPCC Helpline if they are worried 
about a child.”

Look! No mirrors for new Honda e

THE electric drive system of Honda’s 
first ever battery-powered vehicle 
won’t be its only novel feature - for 
it will be the first car in the compact 
segment to do away with conventional 
side mirrors.

Tottenham Hotspur 0-2 Liverpool 

TOTTENHAM Hotspur’s dream 
of UEFA Champions League glory 
was ended as Liverpool capitalised 
on an early controversy penalty from 
Mohamed Salah before clinching their 
sixth title thanks to Divock Origi’s 
late strike. 

Underdogs, Spurs - competing in 
their inaugural final - faced a Liverpool 
side steeped in the history of the com¬ 
petition, having reached nine finals, 
winning five of them. Indeed, the Reds 
were beaten finalists a year ago. 

However, Mauricio Pochettino 
pointed out that previous experi¬ 
ence meant very little as kick-off 
approached, saying: “Football is down 
to footballers and they’re the ones who 
will determine which way the result 
goes.” 

Somewhere in the region of 75,000 
supporters from both clubs descended 
upon the Spanish capital, many with¬ 
out tickets. Those of a Spurs per¬ 
suasion arrived Spain’s newest foot¬ 
balling venue hearing the news that 
24-goal Harry Kane was in the start¬ 
ing line-up, while semi-final hat-trick 
hero, Luca Moura, had to be content 
with a place on the bench. 

Liverpool boss, Jurgen Klopp, had 


tasted defeat in each of his previous 
six finals, including the last hurdle 
of the Champions League with both 
Borussia Dortmund and Liverpool, 
but in an explosive opening minute 
Moussa Sissoko was adjudged - per¬ 
haps harshly - to have handled from 
Sadio Mane. The ball appearing to 
hit the Frenchman on the chest before 
bouncing on to his upper arm - Salah 
needed no second invitation in thun¬ 
dering home the resulting spot-kick 
beyond Hugo Lloris. 

Spurs were clearly troubled by 
their less than perfect start. Trent 
Alexander-Arnold whistled the wrong 
side of an upright, while any forward 
motion from the north Londoners was 
largely snubbed out by a backline mar¬ 
shalled expertly by Virgil Van Dijk. 

Tottenham required a foothold, they 
needed a spark, but the usual flair 
associated with the Lilywhites was 
missing as they struggled to make 
any real impact as an attacking force. 
Indeed, only the fingertips of Lloris 
prevented Andrew Robertson from 
doubling the Reds advantage with a 
speculative strike from fully 25-yards. 

Undoubtedly, Spurs returned for the 
second period with a flea in their ear, 
looking to press far higher up the field 
in a bid to stifle the Liverpool threat. 
Heung-Min Son and Dele Alii were 
snubbed out, while Kane nodded over 
as Pochettino’s men at last began to 
ask one or two questions. 

Spurs introduced Moura for Harry 
Winks in a bid to recover the situation. 
However, it was another substitute - 


Liverpool’s James Milner - who was 
agonisingly close to all but killing the 
contest with a low, left-footed strike 
which left Lloris both stranded and 
relieved. 

Alii headed over as Spurs continued 
to improve, albeit tentatively. But 
Reds stopper, Alisson Becker, was 
called upon when both Son and Moura 
warned his palms in quick succession 
as desperation began to kick in. 

Alisson produced another top-class 
save, turning aside Christian Eriksen’s 
angled dead-ball attempt, while Son 
will wonder how he missed the target 
after arriving at the far post from the 
resulting flag-kick. 

But Tottenham’s toil was to be 
undone in the final stages. Origi drove 
sweetly past Lloris, sending the Reds 
contingent into raptures as their love 
affair with the famous old trophy 
resumed after a fourteen-year absence. 

Alisson again denied Son as Spurs - 
to their credit - refused to throw in the 
towel. But the battle was already lost. 

After the game, a disappoint¬ 
ed Pochettino said: “You can never 
believe you will be 1-0 down after a 
minute. Mentally it was very tough.” 

The Spurs chief continued: “I feel 
very proud about their effort, how we 
fight. We were unlucky, we concede a 
goal on a penalty.
